tu ally get over it. Bu t it hangs on 
and the poor little things are al­ 
ways itching and covered with 
cru sts and scratch mar ks from al­ 
most the time of birth to three or 
fou r or five years old. All remedies 
are palliative and most of them 
fail completely and it is a miser­ 
able situ ation all arou nd. 
Any su ggestion therefore that 
might help is welcome. 
It has generally bien conceived 
to be an allergy or sensitiveness 
and the best efforts are directed 
towards finding ou t some food tha t 
is responsible. Bu t here too there 
is a limit imposed by common sense 
to too drastic treatment. Vou can ’t 
lim.t a growing child’s diet too 
mu ch, certainly not to the ex tent 
of interfering with nu trition, and 
most of the foods imp.icated have 
been tr.e most nu tritiou s elements 
of a child's dict. 
In fact u p to the present we 
know very little abou t infantile 
eczema. 


Do cto r's Sug g estio n 
So the su ggestion that it is du e 
to sensitiveness to hu man dander, 
as made by Dr. F ra n k Simon, of 
Lou isville, is very welcome. 
The dander may come from the 
father, mother, nu r-e, or relative 
handling the child. We know that 
allergies are du e to oat dander, 
and variou s animal danders, why 
not hu man dander? 
One of the mysteries of the con­ 
dition is the way it nearly always 
d e a r s u p at the ages of three to 
five. There a r e n ’t many changes in 
food habits at tha t time. Bu t that 
is ju st the age when we begin to 
leave off handling the baby, when 
he begins to do things for himself, 
when he beg.ns to dress himself, 
when he isn’t wompsy-du mp led so 
mu ch, wh*n the fond parent or 
relative doesn't pu t her head into 
the baby's face and neck and throw 
dander and dandru ff all over the 
sensitive skin. 


Cu re and Prevention 
The possibility of cu re and pre­ 
vention involves su ch simple and 
barmiest procedu res that they are 
certainly worth trying. They are ;

I. P aren ts and others in contact 
with the child are instru cted to 
wash their scalps thorou ghly at 
least once a week with soap, wate r 
and bru sh. 2. The child's scalp is 
to be treated likewise. 3. The child 
is to wear long sleeves to the 
Wrists and long stockings rea ch­ 
ing above the knees. 4 . No one is 
permitted to r.old the child with­ 
ou t first pu tting on a clean, w ash­ 
able jacket over his ordinary cloth­ 
ing and covering the scalp and 
hair with a clean cap or cloth a r ­ 
ranged to enclose completely a I 
the hair. 5. The child's face is not 
permitted to come in contact with 
the parent's face or hair, and the 
child's arm s are not to be placed 
abou t the pa r e n t’s, neck. 
In practice this method works 
very 
su ccessfu lly. 
In 
the

place it is possible to show in 
these cases that dander taken from 
the head of a pa rent or nu rse who 
handles the child, ru bbed on to an 
u ninvolved are a of the skin will 
produ ce 
a

eru ption. When the precau tions as 
ou tlined are cu rried ou t improve­ 
ment or complete cu re has been 
shown to occu r in actu al patients 
u nder observation. 


Q U E S T IO N S AND A N S W E R S 


R. W. E . : —J u s t what pa rt of 
the state of California wou ld be 
best for hay fever and asthma? 
A n sw er: Those who live in the 
middle west and su ffer there from 
the typical hay fever that prevails 
from Au gu st to October will not 
su ffer from that tyfce anywhere in 
California. However, they shou ld 
know tha t California has its own 
kinds of asthma from plants and 
some of my patients who move 
there pick u p a new variety. How ­ 
ever, it is not severe or common. 


R. M.:— Can a diabetic test urine 
for su gar, and how is it done? 
Answer; Get a bottle of Bene­ 
dict's solu tion at the d ru g store, 
aiio a lest tu be and a medicine 
dropper. The 
Benedict's solu tion 
is blue. Hold it o v er a jet o n the 
stove u ntil it boils. Add five drops 
of u rine. If it tu rns red or green 
with a deposit, su gar is present. 
lf it remains blu e there is no 
su gar. 


W. B .:— Please ex plain the u se 
of saccharin instead of su gar. My 
hu sband and I have been u sing 
two half-grain tablets in each cup 
of tea or coffee. Is tha t too much? 
Answer: Use whatever amou nt 
su its you r taste. Saccharin never 
harmed anyone, no matte r what 
amou nts were u sed.
